We never tried any; but they are 


carp, and carp is a valued food fish. 
If goldfishes of the aquarium type 
were edible, we suppose they would 
have been on the market long ago, 
being hardy and easy to raise. 


3. Why don't you see chickadees 


around as thick in summer 
as in 


winter? 


Like many birds, they incline to 


be shyer and to hide more at the 
season when they 
have 
young to 


protect. 
Chickadees go 
into deep 


woods to nest, and 
the young stay 


with the parents in a family group, 
even when able to feed themselves, 
all of them keeping to safe coverts. 
In winter very likely many chicka- 
dees are conspicuous because partly 
tamed hy feeding on supplies thrown 
to them from houses.

In comment on Ambassador Hani- 


hara's candid explanation of 
the 


Japanese feeling about restrictions 
placed on Japanese immigrants 
in 


this country we find the following 
pointed remarks: 
"No doubt many 


of these restrictions 
have 
worked 


hardship upon the Japanese. But it 
is only fair to recall that the antip- 
athy which exists in parts 
of the 


West against the Japanese is not so 
much because of racial as 
on 
ac- 


count of economic reasons. 
The 


problem is not one of 'inferior' or 
'superior' races. It is not 
one of 


color or creed. 
Rather it is one of 


living conditions and working hours. 
The Japanese are prepared to work 
longer and harder 
and 
live more 


cheaply than the Americans. 
The 


natural result is that 
they arouse 


the jealousy and dislike of the 
na- 


tives, who see the Japanese prosper- 
ing greatly, acquiring more land, 
establishing larger stores, and doing 
more to 'better' 
themselves 
than 


their white neighbors." 


It ehould be added that there is 


precedent within the United States 
itself for

economic calamity 


likely to overtake a large element of 
the Pacific coast whites if the anti- 
Japanese restrictions' are rtmoved.
